Christ Lutheran Pastor 
Is Named Assistant to . 

• State. Synod President 

The Rev. David G. Jaxheimer, 
long pastor of Christ Lutheran 
Church, was elected assistant to the 
president of the. United Lutheran 
Synod of New York at the annual 
meeting in Kingston, N. Y., last 
week. As his new duties will take 
him all over the state, making It 
impossible, for ‘him to continue his 
pastorate here, he read his resigna¬ 
tion as minister of the local con¬ 
gregation at • the morning service 
oh Sunday. It is to take effect on 
Sept. 1. A congregational meeting 
has been called for Sunday night, 
June 25, to act on the resignation. 

Pastor Jaxheimer took charge of 
the local Lutheran congregation on 
Nov. 1, 1930, so will have served here 
within two months of 20 years when 
he assumes his new office. *n\ls is 
almost • half the time since the 
church was organized 41 years ago. 
By a coincidence, the Rev. Mr. 
Jaxheimer was ordained 31 years 
ago, when the Synod met in Kings¬ 
ton and this year's session there was 
the first since that time. The Rev. 
Carl Miller, his predecessor, now of 
Lancaster, Pa., was ordained at the 
same time. Before coming to Free¬ 
port Mr. Jaxheimer served Lutheran 
churches in Hartford, Conn., and 
the Greenpolnt section of Brooklyn. 

The Rev. Dr. Frank R, Knlbel, 
was elected president of the synod 
and the office of his assistant, to 
which Pastor Jaxheimer was named, 
was created at that time. They will 
have offices in the Old Morgan 
Mansion at 231 Madison ave., Man¬ 
hattan. 

He was born in Bethlehem, Pa., 
and studied at Muhlenberg College, 
Allentown.

Describes Duties, 

And Also Those of 
.. The Health Nurses 

Miss Genevieve- Reynolds, visiting 
nurse for the Metropolitan Life In¬ 
surance Go., described the work of 
health and visiting nurses in a talk 
to the members of the Rotary. Club 
of Freeport in the Elks clubhouse 
following supper Thursday -night. 

She was Introduced by Edward 
Burroughs, one of the * three more 
recent members of the club who 
conducted the meeting. Peter J. 
Guthy, sr., presided in place of 
President Ray E. Clements,, and 
George Hedrick officiated as secre¬ 
tary for Charles P. Shinn, jr. Miss 
Reynolds spoke ln place of Con¬ 
gressman Leonard W. Hall/who had 
been announced as the speaker, but 
who sent his regrets explaining his 
duties in Washington prevented 
him from keeping the engagement. 

Miss Reynolds said public health 
nurses, who are part of the Nassau 
County Depjfafcment of Health staff, 
formerly visited only families of the 
poor, but now find work among 
people In all walks of life. They not 
only attend the ill, she added, but 
among other things assist in the re¬ 
habilitation of patients after they 
recover, especially those who have 
suffered a disabling illness, such' as 
a heart attack or tuberculosis. 
These people, she continued, cannot 
return to their former means of 
earning a livelihood, so must de¬ 
velop’ other ways of earning a living. 

Health nurses besides being regis¬ 
tered_nurses must have special 

training 1 in social conditions to 
qualify .them for their work which 
includes, everything outside-of-hos¬ 
pitals and the private field. 

Miss Reynolds said the activities 
of visiting nurses were th’e same as 
those of health nurses, but that in¬ 
stead of being paid by the county, 
they were employed by life insur¬ 
ance companies and other agencies. 
She said there were large sections 
of Nassau County, including Free¬ 
port, where there were no visiting 
nurses, and suggested that the Ro- 
tarians might undertake the spon¬ 
soring of such a group in this area.

When you have the property, your 
architect can - start work on the 
nlans for your home.' .If . ypu are 
building; in' a restricted area in 
which a specific type of house pre¬ 
dominates, you. may:, want . your 
home styled and' designed In keep¬ 
ing with the neighboring dwellings, 
but not to such an extent that it 
fails, to meet fully the requirements 
of your, family. A good architect 
can plan a house that will Include 

all the features you need and still 

conform sufficiently to the other 
houses In your neighborhood. In 
unrestricted |neighborhoods,. the 
type of house may be determined- 
completely by your own taste and 
preferences and how much you can 
afford to pay for it. It is a wise 
precaution to avoid style eccentrl- 
cites and other features of doubt¬ 
ful acceptability in your locality in 
case you should ever need to sell 
or rent the house. There is plenty 
of room for * individuality without 
marking your house forever as 
I “Smith’s Folly.”
